Three types of lighting are 
available: incandescent, which Al- 
bany now has; fluorescent, as in 
San Leandro, which is more effi- 
clent and more expensive, and 
mercury-vapor, such as is used 
in Emeryville. 

Turner said lighting San Pab- 
lo will be about half as expensive 
as lighting Solano because Solano 
has overhead wiring. Using 
PG&E's new proposal (Albany 
Times, July 15), new street light- 
ing will cost the city about $12,000 
a year rather than the $2,560 it 
now spends annually for service. 
The proposal will result in about 
half the former front foot cost, 
$5 on San Pablo rather than $10 
or $11 on previous proposals. The 
Solano Avenue cost would be 
about $10 per front foot. The 
total cost of the project on So- 
lano and San Pablo would be 
roughly $170,000, Turner said 
$50,000 on San Pablo; $120,000 
on Solano.
